This afternoon at 8 o’clock the Veal 
investigation that began yesterday will be

It is understood that all phases of Mr. 
Veal’s incumbency will be investigated by 
the special committee that was appointed 
by the general council. 

This morning Mr. Lewis Cleveland, a 
prominent man of Edgewood and said to 
be a property owner of this city, was sub- 
poenaed to appear before the special trib- 
unul. 

Mr. Cleveland's testimony will touch the 
sensational part of the investigation rele- 
vant to the rumor that Mr. Veal has had 
intimate relation with a certain woman 
well known in the city. 

Mr. Simpson said to a gentleman friend 
this morning that Mr. Cleveland would 
testify that he naw the woman in question 
get off one of the suburban cars and Hat 
she met Mr. Veal, who was evidently 
waiting for her in a buggy. They drove 
off toward the woods together. 

COMING OUT OF A BLIND ROAD. 

He said that Mr. Cleveland will testify 
that he had seen them in a buggy together 
driving out of a blind road at another 
time. 

It will be remembered that Mr. Cleve- 
land is the gentleman referred to in the 
anonymous letter as “the man with the 
screeky voice,” who it was said knew a 
good deal about this phase of the case. 

Mr. I. S. Mitchell, one of the gentlemen 
on the committee, said this morning that 
as he understood matters they were ap- 
pommted to see if Mr. Veal had did any- 
thing since his incumbency that would 
suffice to bring about an investigation. 
When his attention was called to the tes- 
timony that would be given by Mr. Cleve- 
land, if he was subpoenaed, he said that in 
his opinion that if there was any conduct 
of a questionable nature as was intimated 
he thought it should be looked into. 

Mr. Hirsch, chairman of the special com- 
mittee, was asked this morning if they in- 
tended to go into ths part of the charges. 

His reply was that he did not care to 
discuss the case, as the investigation had 
begun. “We intend to go to the bottom, 
however,” he said. 

THE VEAL TRIAL YESTERDAY.

To Destroy by Fire All the 
Houses in Pittsburg. 


ANOTHER BLAZE LAST NIGHT

Ousted Tenants, It Is Said, Are Ap- 
plying the Toreh Because They 
Were Made Te Vacate. 


THE PROPERTY IN LITIGATION 


Twenty Houses Have Now Been Re- 


duced to Ashes—The Lonesome Chim- | 


neys Standing Sentinel Over Piles 
of Ashes—The Firebugs Will Quit 
When the Combuftible Material 
Gives Out. 


The incendiaries tn Pittsburg have devel- 
oped a sensation, and it is now known 
why the fires have been occurring almost 
every night in the settlement. 

There was another canflagration in Pitts- 
burg last night and two more houses have 
been destroyed. It was a week or ten days 
ago that The Evening Constitution called 
attention to the fires in this locality, und it 
was the first newspaper to refer to the mat- 
ter and state that firebugs were bent on 
burning up all the houses out there. Since 
then there have been three fires and four 
or five houses have been reduced to ushes. 

It has now developed that the fires were 
caused by certain parties who have become 
angry because they have been ousted out of 
the property and a spirit of revenge has 


induced them to destroy the town, 


One year ago eight houses in Pittsburg 
were burned down and since then twelve 
more have been destroyed So that now the 
village is remarkable for the spectacle it 
presents of twenty lonesome and crumbling 
chimneys standing sentinel over mall 
heaps of ashes. 

Nearly all the property which makes up 
Pittsburg has been in some kind of liti- 
gation. It was sold at one time to Hiram 
Middlebrooks by B. J. King and Middle- 
brooks gave notes to the Georgia Loan, 
Saving and Banking Company. The com- 
pany afterwards had to take charge of the 
property. 

It is said that Middlebrooks sold some of 
the lots and houses on the installment plan 
and those who made partial payments lost 
what they had paid out. Anyway the com- 
pany had to get possession of the property 
and the tenants were notified to vacate. 
Since then the fires have occurred, and one 
or two more conflagrations will wipe the 
settlement off the face of the earth. 

The houses so far burned have all been 
covered by a small amount of insurance, 
but insurance companies are not classing 
property in that locality as first-class risks. 

It seems that about the only thing which 
will stop the firebugs in Pittsburg will be a 
lack of combustibles.

The decision of the supreme court yes-

But there is a higher tribunal etill—the 
supreme court of the United States, and 
to the court the case will probably be 
taken. 

If this move is made it will involve the 
constitutionality of the entire jury system 
of the state. 

It has been alleged that the Georgia sys- 
tm of trial by jury is unconstitutional 
and that point will be made by the at- 
torneys for the defense in case the matter 
is appealed to the supreme court of the 
United States on a writ of error from the 
supreme court of Georgia. It will be a 
thorough test of the constitutionality of 
the jury system and on the ruling of the 
federal supreme court will rest many im- 
portant points connected with our judicial 
system.

The Police Department Says They | = 
Must Leave Atlanta or Be 
Landed in Jail. 


WILL MAKE IT WARM FOR THEM 


Bunko-Steerers and Poker Sharps 
Will Find Atlanta an Unprofit- 
‘gable Place for Business. 


THE CHT OF POLICE TALKS OUT 


He Thinks Tin-Horn Gamblers as Bad 
as a Gang of Burglars—The Captain 
af Detectives Thoroughly in Accord 
with the Chief—A Fight on Card 

Playing Is Deelared and It Will Be 
Watched with Interest. 


If the chief of police and the captain of 
detectives carry out their present inten- 
tions, and there is every reason to believe 
they will, the tin-horn and jack-leg gamb- 
blers who are in Atlanta will either soon 
be in the Fulton county jail or somewhere 
outside the corporate limits of the city. 

Jackpots, with all their insidious para- 
phernalia and seductive adjuncts, will be 
wiped off the earth, so far as Atlanta has 
any control over the mundane sphere, say 
the powers that be. 

While the police department has always 
been waging a war against gambling and 
the detectives always alert for the capture 
of those who shove the cardboard and 
ante-up the blues and the reds, the arrest 
of the party in the Kimball house Sunday 
morning and the episode between Detective 
Looney and Will Harp, in which the latter 
was slapped for casting slurs upon the 
officers, have spurred the detective depart- 
ment to renewed exertions to break up 
gambling in the city. 

Chief Connolly said this morning to a 
representative of The Evening Constitu- 
tion: 

“These bunko steerers, poker sharps and 
jack-leg gamblers might as well make up 


their minds that they can no longer make 


Atlanta a place for the carrying on of 
their nefarious work. Why, do you know 
that these sharpers are worse than a gang 
of burglars? Against burglars we have 
the protection of locks and keys and they 
must necessarily do their work in the 
dark and cautiously; but the tin-horn 
gambler dresses like a gentleman and de- 
coys young men and even boys into rooms 
where they are fleeced of all their wages. 
Such work makes not only gamblers of the 
youths in the city, but often drives them 
to the necessity of stealing and lands them 
in felons’ cells. 

Ves, I tell vou these sharpers will have 
to leave Atlanta,“ continued the chief, 
“and if they don’t we will have the last 
one of them where this fellow Will Harp 
is—in jail. I have spoken to the detective 
department and it is the intention of the 
police authorities to run the gamblers out 
of Atlanta.” 

WHAT CHIDF SLAUGHTER SAYS. 

Captain Slaughter, who is at the head 
of the detective bureau, is in thorough 
accord with the chief of police. In speak- 
ing of the matter to the reporter of The 
Evening Constitution he sald: 

Tou see, it is just this way: The good 


people of the city are very much in earn-. 


est about suppressing gambling, but there 
are some people who will criticise an officer 
when he is trying to do his duty, but for 
such critics we do not care. Just let a de- 
tective arrest a man like Will Harp and 
then resent an insult and there are some 
misguided persons who will sympathize 
with the gambler. As Chief Connolly says, 
it is our intention to run the gamblers out 
of Atlanta or land every one of them in 
jail. Some of these fellows, and Harp 
among them, have given out that they 
had us bribed and that we would not dis- 
turb a quiet game of poker. Well, we will 
show them whether or not this is so. The 
jack-legs, those who are doing the Bunko- 
steering act, will have to find some other 
place for their business, and the young 
men who are being decoyed by them may 
as well make up their minds that they will 
be caught and arrested.” 
WILL HARP IN JAIL. 

Will Harp, the young man who was ar- 
rested Sunday morning and was struck by 
Detective Looney, is now in jail, having 
failed to give the bond of $1,500 which was 
required. He still has hopes, however, of 
giving bond, and he is not at all backward 
about making threats of retaliation when 
he is at liberty. 

The result of the efforts to break up 
gambling in Atlanta, which the police au- 
thorities declare they will make, will be 
watched with considerable interest.

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A BIGAMIST 
BEHIND BARS 


Frank Berryhill Was Arrested on That 
Serious Charge Last Night by 
Sheriff Anderson. 


HE WAS PLACED IN JAIL TODAY 


He Says He Is Guilty, but States That 
He Knew Not He Was Vio<- 
lating the Law, 


SHERIFF ANDERSON TALKS OF CASE 


Bigamist Is Ignorant and Can Neither 
Read Nor Write—He Was Sent to 
Prison To Await His Trial Before 
Judge Candler. \ 


Frank Berryhill, the wife deserter and 
self-confessed bigamist, was arrested last 
night by Sheriff Anderson, of Milton 
county. 

This morning at 9 o'clock Berryhill, se- 
curely handcuffed, was brought into the 
office of Sheriff Nelms by Sheriff Ander- 
son, and the prisoner was committed to 
jail to await his trial. 

Last Saturday afternoon The Evening 
Constitution printed the exclusive story 
of the desertion of Berryhill. Mrs. Fred 
Berryhill, wife No. 1, appeared on that 
day in the justice court of Judge Landrum 
and told her story of desertion. She charg- 
ed that her husband had not only aband- 
oned her, but that from a search of the 
records she had discovered that he had 
married again. 

The warrant for the arrest of Berryhill 
was placed in the hands of Sheriff Nelms, 
and the latter wrote to Sheriff Anderson, 
asking for the arrest of the deserter and 
bigamist. 

Last night the warrants was served upon 
Berryhill by Sheriff Anderson, at the for- 
mer's home in Cherokee county. 

“I went to Berryhill’s home, said Sheriff 
Anderson, this morning. There were two 
men in the house. Berryhill met me at the 
door. 
You are my prisoner.’ He gave me no 
trouble, but his brother, who was sitting in 
the room at the time, sprang up and said: 
‘That man is my brother, take care what 
you do to him.’ 

“I waved my hand at the brother and 
told him to stand aside. I then arrested 
and handcuffed Frank MSerryhill and 
brought him on to Atlanta, reaching the 
city last night.“ 

Berryhill was seen by a representative of 
The Evening Constitution. Berryhill is 
about forty years of age, an ignorant far- 
mer and cannot read nor write his name. 

“I did not leave my first wife,” said Ber- 
ryhill. “She left me. She threatened me 
in an awful manner and I could not live 
with her. I have been separated from her 
six years when I married my second wife. 
I have been married the second time about 
two years.

The papers recovered include letters from 
Benedict Arnold, John Adams, Lafayette, 
Ethan Allen, Monroe; Jefferson, DeWitt 
Clinton, John Paul Jones and Oliver Wol- 
cott.

JAPANESE MAKE TROUBLE 


SERIOUS RIOTS OCCUR IN HONOLULU 
OVER AN ARREST. 


Sheriff Calls for Help from Citisen 
Guards Who Were Prepared To 
Give dit Rioters a Warm 
Reception, 


San Francisco, March 90.—The schooner 


‘Robert Lewera arrived from Honolulu 


yesterday, bringing news of a serious up- 


rising of Japanese laborers on the islands. 
For some time the Japanese in Hilo and 
other islands have evinced a disposition to 


defy the law. The trouble culminated 
with a riot on the Speckelville plantation, 
near Wallulu, and the brutal murder of 
the Japanese interpreter. 

Several arrests were made, whereupon 
the Japanese, 300 strong, prepared to visit 
Wailulu jail and demand the rescue of 
their countrymen. Sheriffs Scott and Dow 
heard of the postponed assault upon the 
jail and asked for help, The citizens’ 
guards were ordered out and a number of 
volunteers went to the assistance of the 
militia. About sixty armed men took 
charge of the jail and awaited the coming 
of the Japanese, 

Citizens sent their women and children 
out of the place and preparation was made 
to give the rioters a warm reception. The 
Japanese heard of the plan to fight them 
and merely made a formal demand for the 
release of the prisoners, saying: Three 
hundred of us killed the man; you squid 
arrest us all.“ 

When the mob visited the jail they were 
ordered back to the plantation under pen-

Them a Much Needed En- 
couragement. 


HOW THE CUBAN WAS TAKEN 


The Story of the Sudden Attack and 
the Wounding of Rivera by the 
Mauser Bullets. 


PROBABLY BE SHOT IN HAVANA 


Lieutenant Terry Also Captured by 
the Spaniards After He Had Been 
Wounded by a Fragment of a Shell, 
Both Treated Well. 


Havana, March %.—General Hernandez 
Velasco, who is operating in the hills of 
the province of Pinar del Rio, has gent a 
report to the government which has caused 
much elation te all classes of loyal Span- 
lards. He says that while his command 
was in the vicinity of Cabezades, in the 
Rio Hondo district, yesterday, they met 4 
party of rebels 100 strong. who were under 
the command of Rius Rivera, who was ap- 
pointed to the command of the insurgents 
in Pinar del Rio after the death of An- 
tonio Maceo. The rebels occupied a strong 
position and fought stubbornly, but after 
an engagement which lasted an hour they 
were dispersed. 

Before the rebel position was captured a 
grenade was thrown by the Spaniards 
which fell among the insurgents and, ex- 
ploding, wounded many of them. This 
caused a panic and many of the rebels 
fled. Shortly after the explosion the Span- 
ish infantry penetrated the rebel position. 
They found Colonel Bacallo, chief of staff 
to General Rivera, attempting to carry the 
latter, who had been wounded by three 
mauser bullets, to a place of safety. Both 
were made prisoners. Lieutenant Terry, 
of the insurgent party, who had been bad- 
ly wounded by a fragment of a shell, was 
also captured. The rebels carried some of 
their dead with them, but ten bodies they 
could not remove, 

Spanish loss, one killed and twenty-four 
privates wounded. 

Speaking to a soldier at San Cristobal, 
General Rivera said he had been kindly 
treated by his captors. 

General Rivera will be brought to Ha- 
vana from San Cristobal and will be prob- 
ably shot here. Requests have been wired 
to Weyler to spare his life as a civilized 
act which would win sympathy for the 
Spanish government, but it is very doubt- 
ful that Weyler will agree with this view. 

The news of the capture has been pub- 
lished by La Lucha and The Diario de 
la Marina and has created wild joy among 
the Spaniards here. General Velasco is 
enthusiastically complimented and a great 
manifestation in his honor is preparing. 
Complimentary cablegrams from Madrid, 
signed by the duke of Tetuan and General 
Azcarraga, have been sent to Weyler, ex- 
tending congratulations to the army. 


AGAINST THE RESOLUTIONS. 


Massachusetts House Refuse To Pass 
Expressions of Sympathy 
for Cuba. 


Bosten, Mass., March 30.—In the house 
today a quick vote on the resolutions in 
favor of Cuba libre and memorializing con- 
gress in favor of the struggling Cutans 
robbed the galleries of expected specches. 

The resolutions were rejected without a 
word of discussion by a vote of 21 to 66.

DR. LUIS'S SENTENCE. 


He Is Sent to Jalil for Kighteen 
Months and Must Pay a Heavy 
Fine. 


Baltimore, March %.—Dr. Joseph J. Luis, 
the alleged Cuban filibuster, was yesterday 
sentenced in the United States district 
court to eighteen months’ imprisonment in 
the Baltimore city jall and to pay a fine 
of 3500. Judge Morris not only overruled 
the motion for a new trial, but refused to 
admit the prisoner to bail pending an ap- 
peal to the supreme court of the United 
States. It is probable that habeas corpus 
proceedings will be instituted at once in 
an effort to bring Luis before the court of 
last resort. 

Dr. Luis was indicted with General Car- 
los Roloff, secretary of war of the Cuban 
provisional government. The men were 
released on ball by United States Commis- 
sioner Shields, of New York, to appear be- 
fore the Baltimore court. Roloff failed to 
appear, but preferred, it is said, to take 
another filibuster expedition, the Laurada, 
to Cuba, which he successfully landed a 
few days ago. 

Dr. Luis was convicted Friday of con- 
spiracy for the purpose of sending a mi- 
tary expedition from the territory of the 


United States to the island of Cuba on the 


steamer James Woodall in July, 18%. The 
maximum penalty for the crime is im- 
prisonment for two years and a fine of 
$1,000. The penalty for actually taking the 
expedition would be imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding three years and a fine not exceed- 
ing $3,000. 

In sentencing the prisoner Judge Morris 
said in substance:

Before leaving the hospital young Blue 
went through the institution thanking the 
physicians, especially Dr. George Reuling.

had done for him. The young man’s hap- 
piness, as he obtained his first sight of the 
beauttes of nature, heretofore hidden and 
unknown to him, appeared to know no 
bounds, He said he felt as though he were 
entering an entirely new world, because, 
with the aid of glasses, he could not only 
see the faces of his friends, but his home 
and surroundings as well. 

He was taken out to the park in the 
afternoon and then shown about the city. 
The world as he saw it for the first time 
was a constant revelation of wonders.

AN INVESTIGATION Is BEING MADE 
* 


Superintendent Slaton Says He Has 
a List of 604 Negro Pupils Who Have 
Neither Parents Nor Guardians—Ne- 
gro Teachers Meet This Afternoon 
Te Confer with the Superintendent. 


Sensational developments have but re- 
cently come to light in school circles which 
may have a tendency to cause the strict 
enforcement of the rules regarding the eli- 
eibility of children. 

Since the establishment of the grammar 

schools of the city ft has never been that 
‘children living outside of the city wore eli- 
gible in the schools without any charge 
for their tuition. 
It is now charged by several friends of 
the schools that many methods are being 
resorted to by parents living out of the 
corporate limits of the city to have their 
children sent to school. 

At the last session of the board of edu- 
cation, Maior Slaton asked for the con- 
struction of the rule regarding the admis- 
sion of school children who have neither 
parents nor guardians. It was shown by 
the monthly report that more than 600 
orphan children’s names appeared on the 
roll books of the city school. 

It is now said that many ‘parents who 
live beyond the city limits have registered 
their children from various parts of the 
city in order to get them into the schools. 
In several instances it is said children are 
registered from vacant lots ond from busi- 
ness blocks. 


„I know of one case, said a gentleman . 


yesterday, where a parent has registered 
children from the city residence cf a rela- 
tive, when as a matter of fact the parent 
lives in the country, and the children, al- 
though their address shows they live in 
the city, get in their bus every afternoon 
and drive out home. Those children are 
country children, vet they are admitted 


into the public schools and are receiving | 


their education as a child would who 
Uves in the city and whose parents pay 
city taxes which go to the support of the 
public school system.“ 

The matter is being inves‘igated and it is 
intimated that when thé investigation is 
completed there will be many names which 
will be dropped from the school registers. 

There are 604 negro children attending 
the schools who appear to be orphans. 
Some of this number are doubtless unlaw- 
fully in the schools and have purents liv- 
ing in the country.“ said Major Slaton this 
merning. “I am spending all of my time 
today investigating the si:uation. I will 
have a meeting of the negro teachers this 
afternoon and will present the list of the 
names of the children. 

“At the last session of the board of edu- 
cation the matter was discussed and the 
board authorized me to make the investi- 
gation. I have found but a few white chil- 
dren, but many negro children. Those who 
are not entitled to the privileges of the 
city schools will be dropped, but the others 
will, of ‘course, be continued.“

They Say the Southern Members of 
Big Railroad Orders Will Fight 
the Proposed Federation,

WAR IN LABOR CIRCLES POSSIBLE 


Conventions of Conductors, Trainmen 
and Telegraphers To Be Held in 
May Will Consider the Matter—Fire- 
men Are About To Take a Vote on 
the Question Now. 


| The exclusive announcement in yester- 
day’s Evening Constitution that there is a 
serious breach in the railroad labor organi- 
zations on account of the proposition to 
federate them with the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, an organization which does 
not draw the color line in admitting mem- 
bers, has caused a big sensation among 
the ratiroad labor men. 

The matter is the talk of the town to- 
day and all the railroad men are discuss- 
ing it on the trains and in their homes. 
The proposition is destined to become a 
matter of national importance and it has 
already resulted in a big discussion in the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen, which 
organization is about to take a vote on the 
matter. The southern members of that 
and other organizations are up in arms, 
and they declare that they will never agree 
to federate with the American Federation 
of Labor until that order draws the color 
line. 

The matter will come before three rail- 
road labor organizations to be held in May, 
as stated yesterday, and it is certain to be 
a bone of contention in each one. The con- 
ductors, firemen, trainmen, telegraphers 
and engineers compose the five standard 
railroad labor orders, and it is these orders 
which it is proposed to affiliate with the big 
organization presided over by Samuel Gom- 
pers. The probability that the trouble may 
result in a big war with the railroad men 
and the members of the federation is ap- 
parent, and its consequences would be ex- 
ceedingly serious. 

WHAT THE LABOR MEN SAY. 

Many railroad men were seen by The 
Evening Constitution today and every man 
asked about the matter declared himself as 
unalterably opposed to federating with the 
big order unless the color line is drawn 
closely. All of the following orders use the 
word ‘white’ in their constitutions and 
will fight any effort to eliminate it even at 
the cost of failure to affiliate with the big 
federation, a thing that is regarded as 
vastly desirable by the chiefs of the big 
orders: 

Order of Railway Conductors, Order of 
Railroad Telegraphers, Brotherhood of Lo- 
comotive Firemen, Brotherhood of Railway 
Trainmen and Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers. 

JOHN W. HUMPHRIES. 

When seen this morning Mr. John W. 
Humphries, ex-city marshal and grand 
junior conductor of the_Order of Railway 
Conductors, said: 

“I am opposed to federating with Gom- 
pers’s organization unless it puts the word 
‘white’ in its constitution. I believe the 
entire southern delegation to our conven- 
tion will fight any effort to sanction such 
an affiliation, because our constitution 
plainly states that all members must be 
white, and white persons only can become 
members.“ 

MIKE MAHAN. 

Mr. Mike Mahan, chief conductor of the 
Atlanta division, said: 

“I will never vote to federate with ne- 
grees or a negro organization. I am op- 
posed to affiliation with the American Fed- 
eration of Labor unless the word ‘white’ 
appears in its constitution in defining who 
shall be eligible to membership.“ 

H. O. TEET. 

Mr. H. O. Teet, a prominent member of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen, 
and chairman of the board of trustees of 
that order, said: 

J will never approve the effort to feder- 
ate with Gompers’s crowd until the color 
line is drawn in his organization. The 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen has 
the matter under consideration and I am 
doing all I can to defeat the proposition to 
federate. 
working with the same purpose in view and 
I do not think federation will be accom- 
plished at this time.“ 

FRANK COOK. 

Mr. Frank Cook, of the Brotherhood of 
Railway Trainmen, who will soon go to 
Toronto, Can., to attend the convention of 
that order, says: 

“When the matter comes up before our 
convention I shall vote and speak against 
federation, unless it can be shown that ne- 
groes are ineligible to membership in the 
federation. I do not think it the time for 
labor orders to federate with negroes, and 
I know that the southern members of all 
the orders are against it.“

He Will Then Follow It Up with Visits 
to Other Systems of the Southern 
States and Wind Up by Visit 
to Northern Prisons.

Governor Atkinson left last evening to 
attend the meeting of the State Press As- 
sociation in Macon. 

From there he will continue on a tour of 
the southern portion of the state, visiting 
the chaingang camps and making a person- 
al investigation of the methods of treating 
and working the convicts under the lease 
svstem. 

Principal Meenas. Turner left this morn- 
ing and will accompany the governor dur- 
ing his tour of the state. 

They will investigate the sawmills and 
turpentine farms operated by convict la- 
bor, and then they will visit the camps 
where the convicts are engaged in mining, 
farming and brickmaking. 

It is the purpose of the governor to 
thoroughly familiarize himself with the 
workings of our system before beginning 
a series of visits to the penitentiaries of 
other southern states, which have to deal 
with the same class of labor. He will go to 
Mississippi, where they are engaged in 
farming on shares; Louisiana. where they 
are engaged in making shoes and other oc- 
cuvations. and Alabama and South Caro- 
lina, where they are being worked in facto- 
ries, and he will thus accumulate a valua- 
ble fund of information on the subject. 

Finally he will visit some of the very best 
of the northern state prisons, where the 
governments have to deal with a different 
class of convicts, and inform himself as to 
their operation. 

His destre is to find which fs the most 
humanttarian as well as the most econom- 
ical system now ih operation, and when the 
legislature meets he will be able to fur- 
nish such information and advice as will 
be most condueive to the welfare of the 
state and to the proper care of the crimi- 
nals convicted of crimes against the laws.

of Georgia in the settlement of the Indian 
question. 

That sentence has come ringing down the 
years as a fair sample of the patriotic. 
sentiments that animated our forefathers. 

As I stood there with the declining sun 
lighting up the solitudes of those wan 
flelds and somber woodlands, I indulged 
in a retrospective reverie of the life and 
services of the distinguished dead who had 
been sleeping so calmly there while the. 
storms of war had swept over the land 
that he loved so well, and his doctrine of 
state’s rights had been refuted by the 
torch and sword of the conquerer. 

George M. Troup was born in Western 
Territory of Georgia, now Alabama, on the 
Tombigbee river, in September, 1780. His 
father was a wealthy planter and the 
son was sent to school in McIntosh coun- 
ty, afterwards to Savannah, thnce to Long 
Island, N. T., and finally to Princeton, 
where he graduated.. He then studied law 
in the office of a Mr. Noel, in Savannah, 
and in 1800, before he was twenty. years 
old, the republicans of Chatham nominated 
him as their candidate for the legislature, 
but he declined. In 1801 they elected him 
and he accepted, and at once arose to a 
position.of prominence. He was re-elected 
in 1802 and in 1803, and in 1806, having re- 
| moved to the new county of Bryan, he was 

elected to congress. 

In %$16; against his own wishes, he was 
elected to succeed the eminent’ Dr. Bitb 
as a senator from Georgia, and Dr. Bibb, 
resigning at once, he was chosen to fill the 
unexpired term. In. 1823 he became gov- 
ernor of Georgia, and to him was granted 
the honor of receiving the famous LaFay- 
ette, when the latter visited Georgia, and 
the speech of Governor Troup, made when 
he received his illustrious guest on the 
Bluff, at Savannah, is a marvel of patri- 
otic eloquence... He retired «gain’ in 1827, 
but the next year he was again chosen sen- 
ator and remained in ‘that body, though 
enfeebled in health and troubled in mind, 
until 1834, when he finally retired and re- 
mained in seclusion until his death, in the 
fifties. 

It was during his last term as senator 
that he uttered the well-remembered re- 
mark: “I would have been carried to the 
capitol on my deathbed rather than not 
have voted against the Force bill,” which 
the federalists were trying to pass in 1833. 
Such is the record of one whose whole life 
from his earliest manhood, was devoted 
to the service of his country and whose 
services his country sought against his 
own inclinations.

Atlanta is greatly interested in the mass 


| meeting of general passenger agents of 


southern railroads Which is in.session in 
Nashville today. This meeting is for the 
purpose of arranging rates to the Tennessee 
Centennial exposition, and has brought to- 
gether representatives of the passenger de- 
partment of nearly every road in the south. 
This eity is interested in the meeting from 
the fact that upon its result will depend to 
a certain extent the amount of business 
that is to pass through Atlanta. If the 
proper rate is made a large amount of the 
business from the east and from the Caro- 
linas and Virginia will go directly through 
Atlanta and will be allowed stop-over priv- 
lleges in this city. All of the business from 
Florida and south Georgia will pass through 
Atlanta, which will make this city a half- 
way place for visitors going to and rcturn- 
ing from Nashville. 

The exposition is now a Lttle more than 
a month off, and owing to the shortness. of 
the time the exposition officials are anxious 
to have the rate established at this time.

SOME HISTORICAL ERRORS, 


Greek Philosopher Diogenes Never 


Lived in a Tub. 


From Pearson’s Weekly. : 

The same year that Alexander died at 
Babylon Diogenes died at Corinth, 23 B. C., 
but not. we may be sure, in a tub, because 
he never made such a fool of himself as to 
live in one. The story that he did so had 
no better origin than a comment by his 
biographer, Seneca, who, was not born till 
more than 300 years after the cynic’s death. 
“A man so crabbed ought to have lived in 
a tub like a dog.“ 

In 26 B. C. Hannibal, with about 60,000 
men, early annihilated the Roman army 
of a t 90,000 at Cannae, at Apulia, Italy, 
but it us all a fable to say that he sent 
three bushels of gold rings plucked from 
the hands of dead Roman knights back to 
Carthage as evidence of his victory. The 
messenger who carried the news back to 
the Carthaginian semate on concluding his 
report opened his robe and threw out a 
number of gold rings gathered on the field 
of battle.“ 

Four years later the Romans, under Mar- 
cellus, attacked and captured Syracuse, be- 
longing to Greece, because of its alliance 
As the in- 
vading ships approached, Archimedes is said 
to have set some of them on fire with im- 


mense burning giasses. However, modern

Bith- 
er this story also is fictitious or vinegar 
was evidently different in those days from 
the present day kind, which will not melt 
pears. 

It was nearly one hundred years later 
that the Emperor Nero also killed himself, 
68 A. D. Stabbing was the choice this time, 
though, and of this we make no question. 
What we wish to say about him ig that he 
Was not so bad a monster as usually imag- 
ined. His mother, 3 was not put 
to death by his order, nor did he play upon 
his h and sing ne Burning of Troy.“ 
while Rome was on fire. 

Our knowledge of him is gained mostly 
from Tacitus, who ed him, and from 
Petronius Arbiter, who was put to death 
for conspiracy against. “Even in Rome 
itself the common people strewed flowers 
on the grave of Nero.”

From The Chicago News. 

Guarding the seaboard of the United 
States is a small standing army, more than 
1,700 strong, whose work is to save hun- 
dreds of lives each year. This little army 
is compsed of the surfmen connected with 
the life-saving stations scattered along the 
coasts of the United States. There are 250 
of these stations along the Atlantic, the 
Pacific, the gulf and the great lakes, all ad- 
mirably im harmony with each other, 
thanks to the remarkable system which 
Uncle Sam uses in their management. 

The service is divided into twelve dis- 
tricts, which are visited periodically by in- 
spectors detailed from the revenue service. 
These inspectors are sent about for the 
purpose of disciplining the men and seeing 
that the station are kept in order. Certain 
localities of the United States have gained

“Largely to the woman’s club, for this 
busy organization has stirred into activity 
the other social and literary clubs of the 
city. In fact. all clubs that follow any 
regular course of study, drive its members 

to the Hbrary for information.“ 

1 suppose nearly all club women are 
members of this Ubrary,“ I added. 

“Oh. no.“ she answered. Many of them 
are not. The Young Men's Library Associa- 
tion occupies the unique position of being 
self-supporting and can afford to be very 
liberal, but if the library were to close its 
doors to the public tomorrow I believe its 
membership would be doubled.“ 

“I cannot commend too highly the study 
done by the various dephrtments of the 
woman’s club, the History Club, the Nine- 
teenth Century Club, the Chautauqua Cir- 
cie and others. The civics department of 
the Woman's Club has opened up a new 
field of study for women. Many new books 
have been ordered for this department. The 
women are studying good government, mu- 
nicipal reform, etc. 

“The department of philanthropy has 
called for new books on ‘sociology,’ ‘col- 
lege settlements,’ and ‘organized charity.’ 

“The department of fiction reads only 
the best works of fiction. When the History 
Club was studying Germany the library 
spent about $100 on Germany and litera- 
ture. 

“The library.“ she continued, “is glad to 
foster this spirit and promote wholesome 
study in all Unes.“ 

“The Daughters of the Revolution and 
the Daughters of the Confederacy have 
put in circulation our musty volumes of 
history and forgotten works on genealogy. 
While one woman has studied about her 
@reat-great-erandfathers she has been 
forced to learn about somebody else's 
great-grandfather.”’ 

“Have the schools helped any in this 
‘renaissance of learning?“ 

“Yes, much good reading ix done by the 
pupils of the high schools and the various 
seminaries. 

The symposiums in The Evening Con- 
stitution swell the flood of students on Sat- 
urdays.”’ 

As I looked about the library I thought 
I could detect the novice in learning by his 
- studious airs, contracted brows and total 
concentration of effort, suggesting a great 
university library rather than a general 
library where one is supposed to read for 
mere pleasure or pastime. 

Miss Wallace has just prepared an article 
on “Library Interests in Georgia,“ for The 
Southern Educational Journal. It is written 
especially for teachers with a view of 
bringing about a closer relation of schools 
and ÜUd artes. It was suggested by the fed- 
eration of clubs, which is about to take up 
the subject of traveling libraries in Geor- 
gia. If it can establish libraries in rural 
districts, it believes the state will support 
them. New York was the first state to give 
its aid to this line of work and now Wis- 
‘consin fcllows in the lead.

Several days ago The Evening Constitu- 
tion published an exclusive story relative 
to the mysterious disappearance of J. H.

The story was based upon a conversation 
held several months ago between Mountain 
and several of his friends. In that conver- 
sation Mountain made the statement that 
if he ever got into serious trouble, he would 
dive off the bridge into the waters of the 
Chattahoochee river. 

When Mountain disappeared from Atlanta 
while the warrant was hanging over him, 
it is said he left the city going in the direc- 
tion of the river. 

The attorney of Mountain wrote a card, 
replying to the article printed tn The Even- 
ing Constitution, which he denounced as 
being sensational and a great injustice to 
Mountain. Attomey Bryan, the author of 
the card, concluded by saying that he knew 
Mountain was alive and enjoying the best 
of health, and indicated indirectly that he 
knew of the address of the missing man. 

Mr. Harry L. Woodward, the business 
partner of Mountain, who heard the state- 
ment made in regard to the contemplated 
suicide in the event of trouble, has fur- 
nished the following statement for publica- 
tion:

At last the merry war has broke out 
between the lily whites of Georgia and 
their colored competitors. 

Major J. H. Hanson, speaking for the 
whites, has taken the field against the 
appointment of colored men to high of- 
floes—having immediately in view fhe 
claim for the Savannah collectorship made 
by Deveaux. ö 

Deveaux, on the other hand, refuses to 
relax his efforts to gain that office, and 
declares that, as the republican party 
claims to be*the exponent of human rights, 
it must make that claim good by appoint- 
ing to office men who are ostracized by the 
other side. 

THE OLD FIGHT RENEWED. 

This brings up a fight which is an old 
one in Georgia, and which has caused un- 
told tribulation among the brethren. Ever 
since the day when the African Bishop 
Turner. was a Georgia politician, and from 
his place in the house of representatives 
threw defiance at the whites, down until 
the present, when he calls upol the negroes 
to arm themselves against their fellow- 
citizens, the white republicans have been 
weary of the alliance, and have watched 
and waited for an opportunity to throw 
off the incubus of negro companionship. 
Their first effort, as is well known, was 
made when Jonathan Norcross—a dyed-in- 
the-wool republican, who was born in 
Maine, and who, notwithstanding a long

In his 
canvass for the governorship he boldly de- 
clared that it was only possible for the 
republican party to succeed in Georgia 
when built upon the intelligence of the 
white race, and when controlled by white 
men. As an answer to his appear for 
white assistance, the celebrated Markham 
house conference was held; and for awhile 
it looked as though an alliance might be 
organized which would give. Georgia a 
white republican party with the negro 
voters as mud-sills and hewers of wood 
and drawers of water. In the contest 
which followed, however, the whites were 
ingloriously routed, and the colored men 
took the standard of the party and carried 
it forward through succeeding campaigns.’ 
The result was that, whatever semblance 
of strength the republican party may have 
had hitherto, its foothold was lost; and 
thus it became possible for a few men 
entrenched in federal offices to arrogate to 
themselves the leadership of a party which 
had neither esprit de corps nor member- 
ship. 

COMING TO THE FRESENT DEAL, 

The story leading up to che late campaign 
again widened the difference between the 
two wings of the party. Ex-Governor Bul- 
lock, who was the beneficiary of the re- 
construction era, came out boldly against 
the pending organization of his party. He 
declared in letters published abroad that 
it was impossible for republicanism to gain 
a ‘foothold in the south unless the negro 
was relegated to the rear; that these peo- 
ple were over-anxious to fill office and 
were a hindrance to the party. In this 
position he was antagonized by Chairman 
Buck, who denounced him as a sorehead 
and declared his own unalterable adhe- 
rence to the existing condition of things. 

A tew months later, however, when it 
was announced that Major J. F. Hanson, 
of Macon—having previously adopted the 
republican view of protection—intended to 
move a step further and align himself 
publicly with the republican party the 
condition assumed a new phase. Colonel 
Buck was friendly with Major Hanson, but

There was another canflagration in Pitts- 
burg last night and two more houses have 
been destroyed. It was a week or ten days 
ago that The Evening Constitution called 
attention to the fires in this locality, und it 
was the first newspaper to refer to the mat- 
ter and state that firebugs were bent on 
burning up all the houses out there. Since 
then there have been three fires and four 
or five houses have been reduced to »shes. 

It has now developed that the fires were 
caused by certain parties who have become 
angry because they have been ousted out of 


im@uced them to destroy the town. 


were burned down and since then twelve 
more have been destroyed. So that now the 
village is remarkable for the spectacle it 
presents of twenty lonesome and crumbling 
chimneys standing sentinel over small 
heaps of ashes. 

Nearly all the property which makes up 
Pittsburg has been in some kind of liti- 
gation. It was sold at one time to Hiram 
Middlebrooks by B. J. King and Middle- 
brooks gave notes to the Georgia Loan, 
Saving and Banking Company. The com- 
pany afterwards had to take charge of the 
property. 

It is said that Middlebrooks sold some of 
the lots and houses on the installment plan 
and those who made partial payments lost 
what they had paid out. Anyway the com- 
pany had to get pessession of the property 
and the tenants were notified to vacate. 
Since then the fires have occurred, and one 
or two more conflagrations will wipe the 
settlement off the face of the earth. 

The houses so far burned have all been 
covered by a small amount of insurance, 
but insurance companies are not classing 
property in that locality as first-class risks. 

It seems that about the only thing which 
will stop the firebugs m Pittsburg will be a 
lack of combustibles.

Against burglars we have 
the protection of locks and keys and they 
must necessarily do their work in the 
dark and cautiously; but the tin-horn 
gambler dresses like a gentleman and de- 
coys young men and even boys into rooms 
where they are fleeced of all their wages. 
Such work makes not only gamblers of the 
youths in the city, but often drives them 
to the necessity of stefiling and lands them 
in felons’ cells.” 

‘Yes, I tell you these sharpers will have 
to leave Atlanta,“ continued the chief, 
“and if they don’t we will have the last 
one of them where this fellow Will Harp 
is—in jail. I have spoken to the detective 
department and it is the intention of the 
police authorities to run the gamblers out 
of Atlanta.” 

WHAT CHIBF SLAUGHTER SAYS. 

Captain Slaughter, who is at the head 
of the detective bureau, is in thorough 
accord with the chief of police. In speak- 
ing of the matter to the reporter of The 
Evening Constitution he said: 

Jou see, it is pst this way: The good 
people of the city are very much in earn- 
est about suppressing gambling, ‘but there 
are some people who will criticise an officer 
when he,is trying to do his duty, but for 
such critics we do not care. Just let a de- 
tective arrest a man like Will Harp and 
then resent an insult and there are some 
misguided persons who will sympathize 
with the gambler. As Chief Connolly says, 
it is our intention to run the gamblers out 
of Atlanta or land every one of them in 
jail. Some of these fellows, and Harp 
among them, have given out that they 
had us bribed and that we would not dis- 
turb a quiet game of poker. Well, we will 
show them whether or not this is so. The 
jack-legs, those who are doing the Bunko- 
steering act, will have to find some other 
place for their business, and the young 
men who are being decoyed by them may 
as well make up their minds that they will 
be caught and arrested.” 

WILL HARP IN JAIL. 

Will Harp, the young man who was ar- 
rested Sunday morning and was struck by 
Detective Looney, is now in jail, having 
tailed to give the bond of $1,500 which was 
required. He still has hopes, however, of 
giving bond, and he ts not at all backward 
about making threats of retaliation when 
he is at liberty. 

The result of the efforts to break up 
gambling in Atlanta, which the police au- 
thorities declare they will make, will be 
watched with considerable interest.

Frank Berryhill, the wife deserter and 
self-confessed bigamist, was arrested last 
night by Sheriff Anderson, of Milton 
county. 

This morning at 9 o’clock Berryhill, se- 
curely handcuffed, was brought into the 
office of Sheriff Nelms by Sheriff Ander- 
son, and the prisoner was committed to 
jail to await his trial. 

Last Saturday afternoon The Evening 
Constitution printed the exclusive story 
of the desertion of Berryhill. Mrs. Fred 
Berryhill, wife No. 1, appeared on that 
day in the justice court of Judge Landrum 
and told her story of desertion. She charg- 
ed that her husband hed not only aband- 
oned her, but that from a search of the 
records she had discovered that he had 
married again. 

The warrant for the arrest of Berryhill 
was placed in the hands of Sheriff Nelms, 
and the latter wrote to Sheriff Anderson, 
asking for the arrest of the deserter and 


. bigamist. 


Last night the wafrants was served upon 
Berryhill: by Sheriff Anderson, at the for- 
mer’s home in Cherokee county. 

“I went to Berryhill’s home.,“ said Sheriff 
Anderson, this morning. There were two 
men in the house. Berryhill met me at the 
door. I said ‘Hello, Frank, I want. you. 
You are my prisoner.’ He gave me no 
trouble, but his brother, Wwho was sitting in 
the room at the time, sprang up and said: 
‘That man is my brother, tak care what 
you do to him.’ 

“I waved my hand at the brother and 
told him to stand aside. I then arrested 
and handcuffed Frank SBerryhill and 
brought him on to Atlanta, reaching the 
city last night.“ 

Berryhill was seen by a representative of 
The Evening Constitution. Berryhill is 
about forty years of age, an ignorant far- 
mer and cannot read nor write his name 

“I did not leave my first wife,” said Ber- 
ryhill. She left me. She threatened me 
in an awful manner and I could not live 
with her. I have been separated from her 
six years when I married my second wife. 
I have been married the second time about 
two years. 

“I thought that after I had been sepa- 
rated from my first wife for six years that 
I was as good as divorced. I did not know 
that I was doing anything wrong when I 
married again. I am very sorry that I am 
in this trouble, and I hope the judge win 
be merciful to me when I am tried, for I 
did not know I was committing a crime 
at the time I was married the second 
time.“ 

Sheriff Anderson stated to the represen- 
tative of The Evening Constitution that 
Berryhill was a very ignorant man and he 
said he was positive that Berryhill did 
not willfully commit a wrong by marrying 
the second time.

JAPANESE MAKE TROUBLE 


SERIOUS RIOTS OCCUR IN HONOLULU 
OVER AN ARREST. 


Sherif Calls for Help from Citizen 
Guarda Who Were Prepared To 
Give de Rioters a Warm 
Reception. 


San Francisco, March 30.—The schooner 
Robert Lewern arrived from Honolulu 
yesterday, bringing news of a serious up- 
rising of Japanese laborers on the islands. 
For some time the Japanese in Hilo and 
other islands have evinced a disposition to 
defy the law. The trouble culminated 
with a riot on the Speckelville plantation, 
near Wailulu, and the brutal murder of 


| the Japanese interpreter. 


Several arrests were made, whereupon 
the Japanese, 300 strong, prepared to visit 
Wailulu jail and demand the rescue of 
their countrymen. Sheriffs Scott and Dow 
heard of the postponed assault upon the 
jail and asked for help. The citizens’ 
guards were ordered out and a number of 
volunteers went to the assistance of the 
militia. About sixty armed men took 
charge of the jall and awaited the coming 
of the Japanese. 

Citizens sent their women and children 
out of the place and preparation was made 
to give the rioters a warm reception. The 
Japanese heard of the plan to fight them 
and merely made a formal demand for the 
release of the prisoners, saying: Three 
hundred of us killed the man; you should 
arrest us all.“ 

When the mob visited the jail they were 
ordered back to the plantation under pen- 
alty of a volley from the militia, and they 
soon dispersed.

HOW THE CUBAN WAS TAKEN 


The Story of the Sudden Attack and 
the Wounding of Rivera by the 
Mauser Bullets. 


PROIABLY BE SHOT IN HAVANA 


Lieutenant Terry Also Captured by 
the Spaniards After He Had Been 
Wounded by a Fragment of a Shell. 
Both Treated Well. 


Havana, March %.—General Hernandez 
Velasco, who is operating in the hills of 
the province of Pinar del Rio, has sent a 
report to the government which has caused 
much elation to all classes of loyal Span- 
lards. He says that while his command 
was in the vicinity of Cabezades, in the 
Rio Hondo district, yesterday, they met a 
party of rebels 100 strong, who were under 
the command of Rius Rivera, who was ap- 


pointed to the command of the insurgents 


in Pinar del Rio after the death of An- 
tonio Maceo. The rebels occupied a strong 
position and fought stubbornly, but after 
an engagement which lasted an hour they 
were dispersed. 

Before the rebel position was captured a 
grenade was thrown by the Spaniards 
which fell among the insurgents and, ex- 
ploding, wounded many of them. This 
caused a panic and many of the rebels 
fled. Shortly after the explosion the Span- 
ish infantry penetrated the rebel position. 
They found Colonel Bacallo, chief of staff 
to General Rivera, attempting to carry the 
latter, who had been wounded by three 
mauser bullets, to a place of safety. Both 
were made prisoners. Lieutenant Terry, 
of the insurgent party, who had been bad- 
ly wounded by a fragment of a shell, was 
also captured. The rebels carried some of 
their dead with them, but ten bodies they 
could net remove. 

Spanish loss, one killed and twenty-four 
privates wounded. 

Speaking to a soldier at San Cristobal, 
General Rivera said he had been kindly 
treated by his captors. 

General Rivera will be brought to Ha- 
vana from San Cristobal and will be prob- 
ably shot here. Requests have been wired 
to Weyler to spare his life as a civilized 
act which would win sympathy for the 
Spanish government, but it is very doubt-

The news of the capture has been pub- 
lished by La Lucha and The Diario de 
la Marina and has created wild joy among 
the Spaniards here.

The 
steam fitters and the board of delegates 
assert that the master steam fitters as- 
sociation violated an agreement by sub- 
letting contracts to the Johnson Heat Reg- 
ulating Company, who employed members 
of the plumbers society to do thermom- 
static work. As the plumbers’ society is 
*not represented in the board of delegates, 
the latter maintains that the master steam 
fitters association further violated its 
agreement with the Union State Fitters and 
Helpers by employing the plumbers, who 
are considered as non-union men and 
treated as such by the board and the trades 
unions it represents. 

It is feared that the trouble will extend 


to the building trades and it may involve 
from 30,000 to 40,000 men.

He said he felt as though he were 
entering an entirely new world, because, 
with the aid of glasses, he could not only 
see the faces of his friends, but his home 
and surroundings as well.

Neither Parents Nor Guardians—Ne-. 


aro Teachers Meet This Afternoon 
To Confer with the Superintendent. 


@ensational developments have but re- 
cently come to light in school circles which 
may have a tendency to cause the strict 
enforcement of the rules regarding the ell- 
gibility of children. 

Since the establishment of the grammar 
schools of the city it has never been that 
children living outside of the city wore ell- 
gible in the schools without any charge 
for their tuition. 

It is now charged by several friends of 
the schools that many methods are being 
resorted to by parents living out of the 
corporate limits of the city to have their 
children sent to school. 

At the last session of the board of edu- 
cation. Maior Slaton asked for the con- 
struction of the rule regarding the admis- 
sion of school children who have neither 
parents nor guardians. It was shown by 
the monthly report that more thon 600 
orphan children’s names appeared on the 
roll books of the city school. 

It is now said that many parents who 
live beyond the city limits have registered 
their children from various parts of the 
city in order to get them into the schools. 

In several instances it is said children are 
registered from vacant lots and from busi- 
ness blocks. 

J know of one case,“ said a gentleman 
yesterday, where a parent has registered 
children from the city residence of a rela- 
tive, when as a matter of fact the parent 
lives in the country, and the children, al- 
though their address shows they live in 
the city, get in their buegy every afternoon 
and drive out home. Those children are 
country children, yet they are admitted 
into the public schools and are receiving 
their education as a child would who 
lives in the city and whose pafents pay 
city taxes which go to the support of the 
public school system.” 

The matter is being investigated and it is 
intimated that when the investigation is 
completed there will be many names which 
will be dropped from the school registers. 

There are 604 negro children attending 
the schools who appear to be orphans. 
Some of this number are doubtless unlaw- 
fixilv in the schools and have parents liv- 
ing in the country,.“ said Major Slaton this 
morning. “I am spending all of my time 
‘today investigating the si:uation. I will 
have a meeting of the negro teachers this 
afternoon and will present the list of the 
names of the children. 

“At the last session of the board of edu- 
cation the matter was discussed and the 
board authorized me to make the investi- 
gation. I have found but a few white chil- 
dren, but many negro children. Those who 
are not entitled to the privileges of the 
city schools will be dropped, but the others 
will, of course, be continued.“

They Say the Southern Members of 
Big Railroad Orders Will Fight 
the Proposed Federation, 


WAR IN LABOR CIRCLES POSSIBLE 
— — — 


Conventions of Conductors, Trainmen 
and Telegraphers To Be Held in 
May win Consider the Matter—Fire- 
men Are About To Take a Vote on 
the Question Now. 


The exclusive announcement in yester- 
day’s Evening Constitution that there is a 
serious breach in the raflroad labor organi- 
zations on account of the proposition to 
federate them with the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, an organization which does 
not draw the color line in admitting mem- 
bers, has caused a big sensation among 
the railroad labor men. 

The matter is the talk of the town to- 
day and all the railroad men are discuss- 
ing it on the trains and in their homes. 
The proposition is destined to become a 
matter of national importance and it has 
already resulted in a big discussion in the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen, which 
organization is about to take a vote on the 
matter. The southern members of that 
and other organizations are up in arms, 
and they declare that they will never agree 
to federate with the American Federation 
of Labor until that order draws the color 
line, 

The matter will come before three rail- 
road labor organizations to be held in May, 
as stated yesterday, and it is certain to be 
a bone of contention in each one. The con- 
ductors, firemen, trainmen, telegraphers 
and engineers compose the five standard 
railroad labor orders, and it is these orders 
which it is proposed to affiliate with the big 
organization presided over by Samuel Gom- 
pers. The probability that the trouble may 
result in a big war with the railroad men 
and the members of the federation is ap- 
parent, and its consequences would be ex- 
ceedingly serious. 

WHAT THE LABOR MEN SAY. 

Many railroad men were seen by The 
Evening Constitution today and every man 
asked about the matter declared himself as 
unalterably opposed to federating with the 
big order unless the color line is drawn 
closely. All of the following orders use the 
word white“ in their constitutions and 
will fight any effort to eliminate it even at 
the cost of failure to affiliate with the big 
federation; a thing that is regarded as 
vastly desirable by the chiefs of the big 
orders: 

Order of Railway Conductors, Order of 
Railroad Telegraphers, Brotherhood of Lo- 
comotive Firemen, Brotherhood of Railway 
Trainmen and Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers. 

JOHN W. HUMPHRIES. 

When seen this morning Mr. John W. 
Humphries, ex-city marshal and grand 
junior conductor of the Order of Railway 
Conductors, said: 

“I am opposed to federating with Gom- 
pers’s organization unless it puts the word 
‘white’ in its constitution. I believe the 
entire southern delegation to our conven- 
tion will fight any effort to sanction such 
an affiliation, because our constitution 
plainly states that all members must be 
white, and white persons only can become 
members.“ 

MIKE MAHAN. 

Mr. Mike Mahan, chief conductor of the 
Atlanta division, said: 

‘I will never vote to federate with ne- 
erces or a negro organization. I am op- 
posed to affiliation with the American Fed- 
eration of Labor unless the word ‘white’ 
appears in its constitution in defining who 
shall be eligible to membership.”’ 

H. O. TEET. 

Mr. H. O. Teet, a prominent member of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen, 
and chairman of the board of trustees of 
that order, said: 

“I will never approve the effort to feder- 
ate with Gompers’s crowd until the color 
line is drawn in his organization. The 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen has 
the matter under consideration and I am 
doing all I can to defeat the proposition to 
federate. Other southern members are 
working with the same purpose in view and 
I do not think federation will be accom- 
plished at this time.“ 

FRANK COOK. 

Mr. Frank Cook, of the Brotherhood of 
Railway Trainmen, who will soon go to 
Toronto, Can., to attend the convention of 
that order, says: 

When the matter comes up before our 
convention I shall vote and speak against 
federation, unless it can be shown that ne- 
groes are ineligible to membership in the 
federation. I do not think it the time for 
labor orders to federate with negroes, and 
& know that the southern members of all 
the orders are against it.“

The window 
entered was securely guarded with iron 
bars, bue the burglars stated the bars 
gave them but little trouble, as they were 
prized apart easily and the entrance into 
the store was effected without any great 
trouble. N 

Owens swore that Lem Bone was not 
with them on the night on which the goods 
were stolen. He said he and Christie were 
the only ones connected with the burglary.

Carl Ackerman, the young man ar- 
rested on a warrant sworn out by Malling 
Clerk Simmons, of The Journal office, has 
been released on his own recognizance, and 
when Judge Foute sent for him this morn- 
ing he was missing.

Governor Atkinson left last evening to

sociation in Macon. 

From there he will continue on a tour of 
the southern portion of the state, visiting 
the chaingang camps and making a person- 
al investigation of the methods of treating 
and working the convicts upder the lease 
svstem. , 

Principal Keeper Turner left this morn- 
ing and will accompany the governor dur- 
ing his tour of the state. 

They will investigate the sawmills and 
turpentine farms operated by convict la- 


“bor, and then they will visit the camps 


where the convicts are engaged in mining, 
farming and brickmaking. 

It is the purpose of the governor to 
thoroughly familiarize himself with the 
workings of our system before beginning 
a series of visits to the penitentiaries of 
other southern states, which have to deal 
with the same class of labor. He will go to 
Mississippi, where they are engaged in 
farming shares; Louisiana, where they 
are engaged in making shoes and other oc- 
cuvations. and Alabama and South Caro- 
lina, where they are being worked in facto- 
ries, and he will thus accumulate a valua- 
ble fund of information on the subject. 

Finally he will visit some of the very best 
of the northern state prisons, where the 
governments have to deal with a different 
class of convicts, and inform himself as to 
their operation. 

His desire is to find which is the most 
humanitarian as well as the most econom- 
ical system now ih operation, and wher the 
legislature meets he will be able to fur- 
nish such information and advice as will 
be most conducive to the welfare of the 
state and to the proper care of the crimi- 
nals convicted of crimes against the laws.

WHERE REST THE BONES 


bf THE KNIGHTLY TROUP 


I have noticed some little discussion 
among certain Georgia papers concerning 
the place where the knightly George M. 
Georgia’s. chivalrous governor in 
the olden times, lies buried. 

Fortunately, I know the spot, having vis- 
ited it when the hawthorns were in bloom 
and the winds of April sang lullables among 
the tossing pines that stand like loyal sen- 
tries around that lonely tomb. 

I had driven far out through the undu- 
lating country from Mount Vernon to the 
ancient borough of Lothair with a gypsy- 
minded friend who was fond as I of those 
slumbrous woods for their own sake, and 
we had remained all day at a justice 
court listened to the cavilings of the 
lawyers in some petty case and to the 


yarns spun by the wiregrass yeomen in. 


their peculiar, listless drawl, which ren- 
ders a pointless story fascinating to the 
hearer. 


Late in the afternoon, when the sun was 


casting long dusty shadows through the 
colonnades of purple pines, we turned 
our faces toward the west to visit ancicnt 
Rosemont, the plantation which Governor 


Troup loved best of all his possessions. 
We could gee the opening of the plan- 


tation long before we reached its «onfines, 
and finally we halted at the rude farm 
gate which Was in keeping with the dilap- 
idated worm fence that inclosed what 
remained of one of the finest populations in 
Laurens county. It lay along the Oconee 
river and the bottoms were exceedingly 
fertile, while the pine barrens were unset- 
tled and furnished magnificent natural 
pasturage for the flocks and herds of the 
old planter. 

He owned other plantations, one of. which 
was named Valdosta, after a little village 
in far-away Tuscany, for Governor Troup 
was a Scholar and was fond of euphonious 
appellations for his plantations. The pco- 
ple of south Georgia esteemed him so 
highly that afterwards, when the county 
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site of Lowndes county was changed from 
old Troupville to a station on the Atlantic 
and Gulf railroad, then just built, they 
called the new county site after his favor- 
ite plantation—Valdosta. That ‘plantation 
was farther down the river and his main 
residence was at’ Rosemont. 

By the way, Lowndes county was laid 
out in 1825 from Irwin, and Troup was 
governor at the time, so that the first 
county site was named in his honor and 
that was how it become so intimately as- 
sociated with the name of Troup. 

The old plantation mansion was gone 
and only a few decaying trees were left 


Governor Troup retired from public life 


on account of ill health, and that in 1828, 
when he heard that the legislature at 


Milledgeville was about to elect him to 
the United“ States senate, he rode all the 


* 


ot Georgia in the settlement ot the Indian 
question. 

That sentence has come ringing down the 
years as a fair sample of the patriotic 
sentiments that animated our forefathers. 

As I stood there with the declining sun 


lighting up the solitudes-of those wan 


fields and somber woodlands, I indulged 
in a retrospective reverie of the life and 
services of the distinguished dead who had 
been sleeping so calmly there while the 
storms of war had swept over the land 


that he loved so well, and his doctrine of. 


state’s rights had been refuted by the 
torch and sword of the conquerer. 

George M. Troup was born in Western 
Territory of Georgia, now Alabama, on the 
Tombigbee river, in September, 1780. His 
father was a wealthy planter and the 
son was sent to schogl in McIntosh coun- 


Island. N. T., a ally to Princeton, 
where he graduat e then studied law 
in the office of a Mn Noel, in Savannah, 
and in 1800, before he was twenty yéars 
old, the republicans of Chatham nominated 
him as their candidate for the legislature, 
but he declined. In 1801 they elected him 
and he accepted, and ‘at once arose to a 
position of prominence! He was ré-elected 
in 1802 and in 1803, and in 1806, having re- 
moved to the new coumy of Bryan, he was 
elected to congress. 

In 1816, against his gen. Wishes ne. was 
elected to succeed thé eminent tb 
as a senator from Geérgia,’ and Br. Bibb, 
resigning at once, he was chosen to fi the 
unexpired term. In 1823 he became gov- 
ernor of Georgia, and to him was granted 
the honor of receiving, the famous La Fay- 
ette, when the latter Visited Georgia, and 
the speech of Governof Troup, made when 
he received his illustrious guest on the 
Bluff, at Savannah,’ 14 a marvel of patri- 
otic eloquence. He retired «gain in 1827, 
but the next year he was again chosen sen- 


ty. afterwards to A Hoally thnce to Long. 


ator and remained in that body, though 


enfeebled in health and troubled in mind, 
until 1834, when he finally’ retired and re- 
mained in seclusion until his death, in the 
fifties. * 

It was during his, last term as senator 
that he uttered the well-remembered re- 
mark: “I would have been carried to the 


capitol on my deathbed rather than not 


have voted against the Force bill,” which 
the federalists were trying to pass in 1833. 
Such is the record of one whose whole life 
from his earliest manhood, was devoted 
to the service of his country and whose 
‘services his country ‘sought against his 
own inclinations.

Nou will, remember,“ said Judge Lump- 
kin, “I did not pass upon these matterg at 
the first, but that Judge Candler granted 
the origirial order. I will take the question 
under consideration and will hand down ny 
decision in a few days at the farthest.“ 

Receiver Ripley says he is ready to make 
a payment of the first 10 per cent to the 
creditors of the. bank, He has now on 
hand about 36.000 in cash and reports that 
he has made fairly good progress in col- 
lecting the outstanding claims againßt the 
bank. 

It will probably ‘be decided that all de- 
positors who owe the bank for borrowed 
money will not be paid their deposits un- 
less an offset is made to the extent of 


their indebtedness to the bank.

New York, March 30.—United States Dis- 
trict Attorney McFarlane said yesterday 


that an investigation into cases of alleged 


cruelty on the part of Captain Reed, of the 
ship T. F. Oakes, which came into port re- 
cently with several of the crew dead and 
several seriously ill from scurvy, was be- 
ing made with a view of securing indict- 
ments against Captain Reed should the 
facts warrant it. The statute which Cap- 
tain Reed is said to have violated related 
to the distribution of food and lime juice 
to the sailors. 

Samuel A. Fraser and Charles Robin- 
son, seamen of the Oakes, went from the 
Marine hospital, at Staten island, where 
they have been laid up with scurvey, to 
the office of George C. Bodine, a lawyer, 
to see if a criminal or civil suit for dam- 
ages could be instituted against Captain 
Reed. They also went to District Attorney 
McFarlane’s office, where a statement was 
taken from each man. Mr. Bodine says 
that if any action is brought he will sue 
in behalf of the eleven survivors of the 
crew and the famliies of Thomas Ring and 
A. Judge, who said in their wills, which 
named Fraser and Robinson as executors, 
that they were being starved to death. 

A delegation from the Seamen’s Union 
appeared before District Attorney McFar- 
lane and urged him to prosecute Captain 
Reed. It is said that Harry Reagan, the 
third mate of the Oakes, will bring a suit 
for damages against the captain.

The break south of the Swiftwater, near 
Wayside station, was seven hundred and 
fifty feet wide at a varying depth of sixty 
to eighty feet.

Ways a certain class of readers who want 


the latest books in fiction and can be 


sétisfied with nothing but the latest, but 
ali libraries have to contend with this 
eager throng of novel readers, whose dis- 
torted imaginations and abused emotions 


must be fed on such ephemeral stuff. But 


this class is small in comparison. All pub 
lic libraries groan under the burden of 
fiction which the public demands. They 
complain that 90 per cent of all their books 
is fiction. The Young Men‘s Library Asso- 
ciation boasts that only 50 per cent of its 
books dre fiction. Within the last year the 
circulation has doubled and there is a 
constant demand for better and higher 
grade of literature.” 

To what do you attribute this demand?” 

“Largely to the woman’s club, for this 
busy organization has stirred into activity 
the other social and literary clubs of the 
city. In fact. all clubs that follow any 
regular course of study, drive its members 
to the library for information.“ 

“I suppose nearly all club women are 
members of this library.“ I added. 

“Oh, no.“ she answered. Many of them 
are not. The Young Men's Library Associa- 
tion Occupies the unique position of being 
self-supporting and can afford to be very 
liberal, but if the Ubrary were to close its 
doors to the public tomorrow I believe its 
membership would be doubled.“ 

“I cannot commend too highly the study 
done by the various departments of the 
woman's club, the History Club, the Nine- 
teenth Century Club, the Chautauqua Cir- 
cle and others. The civics depa ent of 


field of study for women. Many new books 
have been ordered for this department. The 
women are studying good government, mu- 
nicfpal reform, eta, 

“The department of philanthropy has 
called for new books on ‘sociology,’ ‘col- 
lege settlements,’ and ‘organized charity.’ 

“The department of fiction reads only, 
the best works of fiction. When the History 
Club was studying Germany the library 
spent about $100 on Germany and litera- 
ture. 

"The Ubrary,“ she continued, “is glad to 
foster this spirit and promote wholesome 
study in all lines.’’ 

“The Daughters of the Revolution and 
the Daughters of the Confederacy have 
put in circulation our musty volumes of 
history and forgotten works on genealogy. 
While one woman has studied about her 
Kreat-Kreat-grandfathers she has been 
forced to learn about somebody else's 
great-grandfather.”’ 

“Have thé schools helped any in this 
‘renaissance of learning?“ 

“Yes, much good reading is done by the 
pupils of the high schools and the various 
seminaries. 

The symposiums in The Evening Con- 
stitution swell the flood of students on Sat- 
urdays.”’ 

As I looked about the library I thought 
I could detect the novice in learning by his 
studious airs, contracted brows and total 
concentration of effort, suggesting a great 
university library rather than a general 
dibrary where one is supposed to read for 
m pleasure or pastime. 

Wallace has just prepared an article 
on “Library Interests in Georgia,“ for The 
Southern Educational Journal. It is written 
especially for teachers with a view of 
bringing about a closer relation of schools 
and libseries. It was suggested by the fed- 
eration of clubs, whioh is about to take up 
the subject of traveling libraries in Geor- 
gia..If it can establish libraries in rural 
districts, it believes the state will support 
them. New York was the first state to give 
ite aid to this line of work and now Wis- 
consin fcllows in the lead. 

Surely if any people need good literature 
to broaden their horizon of life and to en- 
large their experiénces, it is that class of 
people who voss their lives within the area 
of a few acres,

In that conver- 
sation Mountain made the statement that 
if he ever got into serious trouble, he would 
dive off the bridge imto the waters of the 
Chattahoochee river. 

When Mountain disappeared from Atlanta 
while the warrant was hanging over him, 
it is said he left the city going in the direc- 
tion of the river.

Must Be Built Upon White 
Lines, Not Black Ones, 


OR HE WILL STEP OUT OF IT 


Resting Upon the Debt Dee by the 
Republican Party te the Peo- 
ple of His Race. 


HANSON STANDS FOR THE WHITES 


Deelaring That the People Look te 
the Republican Party for Something 
Better Than the Mere Naming of 

‘Negroes To Fill Offices for Which 
They Are Not Fitted. 1 


Washington, March 0, 
Special to The Evening Constitution. 

At last the merry war has broke out 
between the Hly whites of Georgia and 
their colored competitors. 

Major J. H. Hanson, speaking for the 
whites, has taken the fleld against the 
appointment of colored men to high of- 
fices—having immediately in view the 
claim for the Savannah collectorship made 
by Deveaux. . 

Deveaux, on the other hand, refuses to 
relax his efforts to gain that office, and 
declares that, as the republican party 
claims to be the exponent of human rights, 
it must make that claim good by appoint- 
ing to office men who are ostracized-by the 
other side. : 

THE OLD FIGHT RENEWED. 

This brings up a fight which is an old 
one in Georgia, and which has caused un- 
told tribulation among the brethren. Ever 
since the day when the African Bishop 
Turner was a Georgia politician, and from 
his place in the house of representatives 
threw defiance at the whites, down until 
the present, when he calls upon the negroes 
to arm themselves against their fellow- 
citizens, the white republicans have been 
weary of the alliance, and have watched 


| and waited for an opportunity to throw 


off the incubus of negro companionship. 
Their first effort, as is well known, was 
made when Jonathan Norcross—a dyed-in- 
the-wool republican, who was born in 
Maine, and who, notwithstanding a long 
life in Georgia, maintained his eastern 
principles—attempted to organize the re- 
publican party upon a white basis. In his 
canvass for the governorship he boldly de- 
clared that it was only pagsible for the 
republican party to succeéd in Georgia 
when built upon the intelllgenee of the 
whité race, and when controlled by white 
men. As an answer to his appeal for 
white assistance, the celebrated Markham 
house conference was held; and for awhile 
it looked as though an alliance might be 
organized which would give Georgia a 
white republican party with the negro 
voters as mud-sills and hewers of wood 
and drawers of water. In the contest 
which followed, however, the whites were 
ingloriously routed, and the colored men 
took the standard ot the party and carried 
it forward through succeeding campaigns. 
The result was that, whatever semblance 
of strength the republican party may have 
had hitherto, its foothold was lost; and 
thus it became possible for a few men 
entrenched in federal offices to arrogate to 
themselves the leadership of a party which 
had neither esprit de corps nor member- 
ship. 3 
COMING TO THE PRESDPNT DEAL. 


The story leading up to the late campaign 
again widened the difference between the 
two wings of the party: Ex-Governor Bul- 
lock, who. was the beneficiary of the re- 
construction era, came out boldly against 
the pending organization of his party. He 
declared in letters published abroad that 
it was impossible for republicanism to gain 
a foothold in the south unless the negro 
was relegated to the rear; that these peo- 
ple were over-anxious ta fill office and 
were a hindrance to the party. In this 
position he was antagonized by Chairman 
Buck, who denounced him as a sorehead 
and declared his own unalterable adhe- 
rence to the existing condition of things. 

A few months later, however, when it 
was announced that Major J. F. Hanson, 
of Macon—having previously adopted the 
republican view of protection—intended to 
move a step further and align himself 
publicly with the republican party the 
condition assumed a new phase. Colonel 


Buck was friendly with Major Hanson, but 


still held off like a coy young maid, Al- 
though Colonel Hanson declared then, as 
he declares now, that the party should be 
governed by white intelligence, Chairman 
Buck antagonized him also, but not with 
the asperity with which he had met Gov- 
ernor Bullock. The contest in the Georgia 
republican convention will be remembered. 
It is well-known that the negroes won 
throughout the proceedings of that body, 
but not altogether without the connivance

Dear God. thou who knowest that my 
poor soul is as scarlet and that I am deep 
dyed in sin, I pray you if ever you heard 
the cry of an anguished human heart that 
you do hear the prayer from my lips now.“ 

Upon the floor of a prison cell a woman 
was kneeling. a woman who had fallen like 
the Magdelen of old, and she was praying. 

Unobserved by her a reporter of The 
Evening Constitution, in company with the 
turnkey of the police station had entered 
the cell and stood behind her as she knelt 
there and prayed perhaps for the first 
time in many years. 

This morning detectives arrested Jessie 
Lanston, a young woman, and she was 
locked up on a charge of having taken from 
a young man $60. 

Alone in her cell she had wept until she 
was weak and prostrated and had then 
flung herself upon her knees in her anguish 
and was praying. 

It was a strange sight, one that the turn- 
key had never witnessed before, and he 
stepped to the window and Woked out as 
the poor creature continued her petition to 
a throne of grace which she felt she had no 
right to approach. 

“Oh, dear God,“ she continued with 
broken sobs, “if it be that you cannot Hs- 
ten to such a poor wretch as I, hear me for 
the sake of my little innocent boy. I have 
sinned deeply against Thee, but this is one 
crime I have not committed. My sins are 
great enough, oh, God, without being cast 
into a prison for what I have not done. 
Save me now, dea ‘ather, and I will 
try to lead a better ...c. Hear me for the 
sake of my dear old mother, who knows 
not what her child is, and who has prayed 
for me since I was a little innocent child 
at her knee. Hear me, dear, dear God for 
Christ's sake.“ n 

She arose from her knees and turned a 
Pale face wet with tears and surrounded 
by her flowing hair toward the reporter and 
officer. 9 

“You were praying.” said the reporter. 

“Oh, my God, yes. I am in this terrible 
place for a ‘crime I have never committed. 

“Do you think God will answer your 
prayer?’ she was asked. 

“I don’t know. But I have nothing else 
to do. I am tired and weary of the awful 
life I am leading. I had to do something 
to make a living for my poor little boy 
and my old mother. But I shall never sin 
again if God will help me this time. There 
must be somebody in this world who will 
help me to make a living.” 

She would not give her real name. In 
Kentucky somewhere is her home, where 
her mother and child is living. It was after 
her husband’s death that she came to At- 
lanta and to earn money to support her- 
self..child and mother she entered upon a 
life of shame. 

This is her story, and the prayer she utter- 
ed upon the prison floor as she sobbed and 
wept must surely have come from a scul 
that feels some kind of contrition and re- 
pentance.
